Tim turn whicli the debate on Ti«ml!»t took 
upon the que.Uon of Ihe removal of the ATtlllery 
from thi> colony, threw up a numoer of pointa 
which must again receive Ihe attention of tha 
Ijeftialetme. 

The diictuiion resnectiag the conduct o( the 
QoTBiiiioH.Gtsn'SAT, wai frauftht with incon- 
veniencei of ihe most aerioua kind. Hit position 
in thil colony demande that hit name ihould 
be rarely mixed with political difference!, and 
especially that the Ministers ihould neve- eept- 
tate thsmselvei fiom the QovsaMrqat in matter* 
which have) reference to the peculiar inteiesti of 
thia country, fieri Ue mm eppoted to the te- 
moTal of the Artillery appeared occasionally to 
feel that they were placed by the torn of the debate 
in antagonism with the QoTilson himtelf. 
The defence of the measure by the MinuUri 
retted chiefly upon the propriety of hii 
Eicollcncy't conduct. Their caee wit 
limply this : the Oovkkxc-s, aniiaus to 
ttrenitthen tha anthoiitiu in India, and 
having no control OTet the military, ilifnulated 
an application from Lord Cuaiso. and haa 
placed an inteTprttatton npoa lie Lordthip't 
despatch which, it it more generotu to 
•uppoie, it the true and proper one. 
Mr. Rohsrt CixrniiL war peculiarly 
eloquent in roaiDtainin^ the propriety 
of the GoTnn*o»'a conducL We do not qui- 
tion that hit Kxcellency acted in accordance 
with the nttulal feelingt of a Briliah toldier, or 
that he acted diacreetly aa the Teprelentative of 
the Quhn. It waa for the Hmietert, wheneTer 
the triewtof the Govisjroe rame ia to practical 
operation, to give each advice upon their re- 
■pontibility aa might be coneiacent wilh the 
welfare of the colony. It wu their duty to. 
prefer the welfare of the colony to toe welfare 
of any other part of the Britiih Empire: Or, if 
disposed to make a ncrifice, they should have 
Grot, consulted the representative* of the people. 
We do not lay that hii Excellency wu bonnd 
to lay before the eolony hit private communici- 
tioDs with lAfd Caitiriiro. At all events, he 
ha* the right of a private gentleman to ait, 
every freedom ia hit lelteri, arid hie repieien- 
tationt could have no effect but with the con. 
currence of bis adviawt. Whilil, however, thii 
in admitted, it mutt rlao be acknowledged that 
the allusion to Lord Car-ninq^ private answer 
to hie Excellency 1 ! piivite kittor, wu an in- 
fringement of eonetitutioaa! principles. It wat 
competent for the Ministers to decline pro- 
ducing any correapondence which it might be 
to the ndv&ntHKC of the public to withhold, but 
it Waa not within their tight to (rive aa indefi- 
nite description of ita contents, such ai might 
mislead the judgment of the Home, and leave 
every man to Sll up with luguage the 
vague idea floating in hit imagination. Indeed, 
the whole diieustion, io far aa it concerned ths 
GoTsBnoB-OEitF.iiAi,, wis calcul-ted to at! en 
hit constitutional itttus, and place him in « 
fatne pdition before the lepreeentatiTtn or the 
people. Bat. waiving the queition In reference 
to the Artillery, in which the deciiion of Die 
Mouse will 'meet with general approval, we 
believe there ie no objection to the remoTal of 
the 77th Regiment, under the drcnmet(,nee>, 
although the loii [a a inbjeet of some regret. 
No doubt, ws are in no particular danger from 
external enemies, but, at the same time, the 
Govern merit would betray the safety 
and stability of thil Col ly were ho 
force to be provided to repress an anarchical 
spirit, Mr. Owen observed truly, in opposition 
to the wild theory of the Minister of Landi and 
Public Worki, tbat the bait guarantee ii the 
possession of force sufficient to make the law 
respected. Wild theories of confidence have 
heen a hundred time, refuted. It would be in 
iho power of 500 men to strike terror into a cily 
even aa large at our own, and paralyse the 
thousands surprised by a sudden ebullition. 

The Centura pronounced by two of tha Mini- 
sters on Major-General Macahthuh, the 
officer in command, far not tending the troops 
in the colonies to India, wu in Lhe 
highest degree scandalous. No doubt, 
what Mr. Konsnr Camtuei.Tj and Mr. Joscr 
KosgttTtox can lay upon military lubjecL. 
would not greatly injure the reputation of the 
gallant old soldier ; but, remembering their 
accidental position, their accusations are not to 
be entirely neglected. We ihould like to know 
in what constitutional school these gentlemen 
have learned that the distribution of the military 
force of the empire is subject to the direc- 
tion of the commander upon a particular 
■talion. We hare always understood that the 
local ion of the military is one of the 
moat difficult and responsible tasks of 
th* central power, They are placed in 
refeience, sot only to ths population 
among whom they dwell, but lo the general 
movement of the entire army, and the concen* 
its lion of muece of loidiers for particular objects. 
Had M.ij or- General Mit AIT1£UX dispatched a 
regiment of eoldieri on the arrival of the Indian 
news he would have probably gratified * 
patriotic feeling, but he might have committed 
a meet serious mistake. Ths report of the 
nectsai*y exitting could not arrive in this 
colony sooner than it was in Lhe power 
of ths GoviiMos-GiHEiiAL of India 
to diapatch any requisition he might 
think necessary. Mai or -General Mat 
kits* that il Wat not impossible the ■ 



he might take npoa himself ta ship fcr India 
without any dernand ftorn Lord; Cak*i so might 
be intended by tiie authorities at hnuu to per. 
fern a service ia an opposite dtreetion. 

What would English statesmen any to the 
doctrine laid down by these colonial politician* ? 
What would be their opinion wars the military 
of the British Empire to be marched and counter- 
marched under vague impression* „f necessity f 
By pursuing this course we should soon involve 
the whole military syitera in inextrleabla con. 
fusion, and the country in tha greatest danger 
The necessity foi a military fores in any 
particular colony must depend upon contidm- 
tioui of which no commander ought to be. 
himself th* judge. It ia of the utmost 
importance to the efficiency of a fores that it 
ihould be detached from all merely polittsal 
covnbinatioat. and hold itself in readiness to 
obey a lawful command, leaving the justification 
of ita particular distribution to tha political 
authorities. When, therefore, Major-General 
Macau-hut a is reproached for not removing 
upon hit own authoritv thi military from Vic- 
toria and New South Wain, we have not only 
to object that it it unrighteous to condemn a 
man unheard, but that il is the wont kind of 
political heresy to invest a commanding ofBesr 
with functions which ars entirely beyond hit 
inhere and inconsistent with hit duties.

These, it must be admitted, are hitter wordi, 
and not ctlcukted to establish much hirmony 
between ths head of the Executive and tho 
Assembly. 

The complaint of the GoVEatiroH-Onsr ibal 
is not without tome foundation. In reply to hit 
speech from ths dait, the Assembly used language 
which assented cordially to the measures after- 
wards rejected. As the affair may make "a 
very pretty quaiTol," it will be worth while 
to reprint the passage*. The Speech said— 

"S. Under in imprtetion that the Bikbi in India had 
risen, ami feeling convinced that a large portion of 
the troop, in N.w death Wtlss eould, without 
danger to the public safety, be spared, while it was 
probable that an engmfatation of the forces In India

It m »Jso propoied that ths rompaay 
tif Artilkr* itoufi 8* oYmtW far a lint, to assist in 
il<ielliag the disturbaaw* in the Indian territories, snd 
r bet s ii raster of horret to rvammt its fast**) aestltf 
fce praTtitnt iff lAe 41-flous of thr roAiny, io order by tush 
contribution to show the lympslhy of the people of 
Now South Wale* with their fellow. countrymen In 
India in their tine of danger and necessity," 

Thia psrlgraph certainly diecfoass the inten- 
tions of the Oovjsi, .ii-OHSEK.iT. fully— the 
despatch of the Artillery, and ths demand of 
money to purchase hotses. The subsequent infor- 
mation from Lord Caxmikq led the Gorissroi- 
Ok*kb\l to revsrt to his first plan but did not 
in the slightest degree change it. Thus if the 
removal of the Artillery were an obnoxious 
measure, or if the purchase of horses at the 
public expense were an extravagant outlay, — they 
were not lest worlhy of condemnation at the 
delivery of the Speech than at present In 
reply to the Speech, tns " faithful Gommoni" 
■poke at follows : — 

"A. IiwDuldhive afforded u. the highest gfttiftoalion 
to have been shla lo co-opersta with your Excellency 
in your proposal for ths transmission of ;h4 77th Kegi- 
ment sod the company of Artillery stationed in Syd- 
ney to India had th* "oppoaod necessity arisen. We 
rejoice, however, that the singular heroism of her 
Majesty's troops, and the success by which that 
hsroism hss been so ipeedily followed, lie** rendered 
it unnecessary to incur ripsuses "hlch our fesltogl of 
lojrslty to our SoTuceign, snd sympathy with out 
fellow.subjacu la India, would have led ui ohnrfuliy 
and promptly to otmtri>Mlt*." 

An infsrence might be reasonably drawn, that 
tha only thing required by th* Assembly wu th* 
chance to complete th* plan of the Gun tarns, 
who inferred that what the House would htv* 
cheerfully dona, it would mt fbe willing 
to do. 

In eastern countries, and among the race* 
which have adopted the phraseology of eastern 
politeneii, the wishes of ispirion art welcomed 
with rapture. Doei an honoured guest enter a 
dwelling, he ia told the house and 
all It contain* is his own, and tha 
tb* owner is his alive — Doos he admire a hone, 
it ia presented to him ; or an ornament or 
piece of furniture. It Is given on the spot ; but 
all this giving and receiving ia mere couiteiy, 
ancient as the very patriarchs themselves 
When Ah BAR aw required a sepulchre from the 
■out of Keth, the owners offered the cave 
and Sold as a gift ; " the field ia worth 
four hundred eheckuli ; but what ia 
that between you ud us." Abkajiam un- 
derstood ths polite ceremonial, and then 
purchased his naght with all the formalities of 
Oriental law. Ws fear that tha reply to the 
Address was a mere matter or form with the 
Assembly : il waa penned by the Minister* and 
printed before it was seen by members ; 
it passed without a division. The Home 
considered it polite to express all the 
delight which accompanied a compliment with' 
out cost; and at neither eath nor Artillery were 
required, they were not disposed to question 
whether they could be a pared. 

The tone of the Gorxn nob's reply i* how- 
aver not justified by tha facts, sad it is In the 
highest degree impolitic. His Excellency has 
for the last three years ttliad an office imposing 
upon him duties both new and delicate, and he 
his done so witb general approval. It is not 
however by assailing the constitutional rightt 
of the Assembly he will continue a successful 
career. That dignified neutrality and reserve 
which hii place in tbc Government permits 
him to indulge, requires that he ihotili with- 
hold his sanction from a style of address 
whieh no body of Englishmen will hear withont 
a seme of humiUition, 

Mr. i'iibtke confessed himself responsible 
Cor the obnoiiout reply. He knew the Alterably 
too well to expect the " lecture " would be ac- 
cepted in lilerrc*. He ought not to bar* as- 
sented to a reproof, which it wat not within the 
province of a Governor to pronounce— one alike 
useless and offensive.

He would not hi Trail the Hooaa by going Into the 
sep.r.tion question, since the) House was sufi- 
oleutly well scqti stated with the view, and 
feelings an th.t point of hon, members 
from Uoreton Bay : but what he would wish 
more particularly to imprew upon the Bona* wsa, that 
there really wu no feeling whstevn on ihepsrt of the 
Unreton Bay antagonistic to New South Wales ; on 
the contrary, 10 long as they were members of that 
House they would sot aa they had been elected to act, 
aa mcinbcra repreaentibg an integral portion of the

in a spirit of fairness. The matter waa so clear, that 
he Ir lilted to have with him a majority of 
the members of the Home. The rnodon waa an, 
lively a prospective one, and there waa no alloeloa 
whatever convoyed in it to the injustice with which 
Moreton Bsy considered herself to be IreMed by thi* 
Legi.l.ture. »or wonld he allude to tbe Rouf Bill, 
recently p**sed through committee, in the provision, 
of which Moreton Bey had been entirely forgotten. 
It had been aaid that thi. omb Ion had been purposely 
made, in eonaequence of the approaching separation 
of Mnretou Bsy, and he was quite ready to atuept thia 
excuae. Thia brouabi him by a natural treniiuon to 
the motion before the Home i and he would aak hon. 
meinlirte if, on thaeve of aepsratiou, they could con- 
sistently pres. on the n*w colony of Mm<ston Bay a 
share of a loan In the expenditure of which it could 
have no poaaible Interest. He would not trnpaaa 
longer nn the time of the Hooae, but oonndent in their 
good faith and feeling* of equity, be would leave the 
matter in the hands of hon. members. 

Mr. ROBEftTSOS thought it would be very un 
wise in the Uog.e to adopt thia resolution, because il 
h.d never been admitled, certainly not by the present 
Government, that tbe Moreton Bay people should 
have to nay anything of that which waa hare alluded 
to. At the same time it was not right to go into thia 
matter, a* now was not the proper time to take up the 
whole question of the separation of Moreton Bay, 
which ttiey would have to do under the hon. member a 
resolution. When lhat time came, then such . rceo. 
lution » this might be nil very well As mttteri now 
•tnod, he thought th.t the beat way of meeting the 
hon. member^ reeoltltion wauld be by tha previous 
question t and he would move the previous quratiou 
accordingly , 

Mr, POINTER would vote for the previous quel, 
ttun. just moved by the hon. Secretary for Lands and 
Works. They had been so often told that th* separa- 
tive, of McTcton Bay was on the m of taking place 
that, for his psrt, he wished it waa all over and nasi, 
and lhat the country was put out of Its agony. Until 
th.t took pliee, however, th.t Tonse had tu deal 
solely with the fact that Moteton Bay waa an integral 
portion of thii colon* ; end it wu with lhat view that 
be now gave his vote nn this motion. Be did not 
deny that there wonld appear to be) some Justice in tha 
abstract principle put forward by tbe hon. member. 
If it oould he looker! upon in any other light, the 
matter vm .d be different, but ss an Integral ponton 
of this colony, that House had to legislate for it at 
well as for all other portions of the colony. He would 
enquire in what respect Store ton B.y dirfsred from 
.ny other district of this colony ? If such 1 principle 
were to he carried out, why ahnuld they sotaprl thi 
dlitricis of the Clarence River, or of Tsrofold Bay, or 
of any of those great riven that form 
Tommuuk .ition by way of the sea, to pay 
towards she loam for railways from which they 
darive a very remote and ri'ieationablo benefit. If they 
derive any at all ? lie did mil know why the hun, 
member had made Toterence to tha omisiion of More 
ton Bay from the operation of thu Ho.d Bill ; because 
if the hon. member hail wished il tn be extended 10 
th.t colony he sheuld hsve inserted an additicnal 
section to the schedule appended to the hill. The 
quesliun as regarded railway, w.a very different from 
any other . bec.uae the Legislature oould not .uthuriae 
the eoneiruciion of railway* everywhere ; hut were 
compellrd to do th.l which was approxim. elv the 
heat for the whole colony, by carrying out those prin- 
cipltM which WljuU be ihc hrmt f=r the community a 1 
large. He could not consent, therrfore, to tak*

who could not possibly daetv* any dlraqt advantage 
from them. Indirectly, however, evary part of tbi 
colony wa* b*nefll*d by that which bvoftflted a pdrtkaii 
of the country. Tha honorable membara for Monton 
Bay wonld nut asa in y thing that was nut clearly and 
distinctly a present advantage to tbnr own diatrict, and 
would not admit anything that did not clearly do this. 
He waa of opinion that it wonld ha time enough for the 
dissuaainn of all these matter, when th. people of thi 
Central Diitricl nailed upon tha sa* colony of Mora, 
ton Bay to settle up with them i and h* thought the 
honorable member who had moved this resolution 
would do better to withdraw it rather then to find 
himself in s considerable roinurity by pressing hie 
motion on the Honse. 

Mr. SUTTOK hoped tbe honorable member would 
be Induced to withdraw his motion, sa ha did not 
think Ibis was tha proper tiros to bring forward tbe 
queetUHi. No doubt if railways or any other public 
wurVs should pay a proAt, eeyofo per cent,, or any 
other amount, Moreion Bay would uerive no advan- 
tage from it. (Oh, oh.) It had been aaid that the 
tame disadvantage* would apply to lbs Clarence Hirer 
and Twofold Bay, hat thia was not true, as these placsa 
would remain a portion, of the colony, and peitinipata 
in the benefit of the expenditure of its revenue. While 
therefore he smarted that tha Monton Bay colony 
should not be liable fur future railway loans, he 
thought it his duty on thit aooMina. to support the 
previous question, 

Mr. DONAtJlgfJN must ley hi should have been 
glad, if the Oovimmeut, instead of meeting this 
quoatioa with the pmions question, had met it wilh 
a direct negative. Be did not think the matter in- 
volved in this resolution wat such that tha Govern- 
ment should have chosen to be tn silent 
about, that they should have preserved 
•o strict a reticence of the opinions 
they held respecting it. It was a motion whit& the 
House looked 10 with interest far explanation, and 
therefore he did not think it waa right that he should 
have been limply met vrlih the previous question. He 
felt, however , that even to lbs way in whith the motion 
was now before the House, that it waa a proper ocoe- 
sioo for him to make some remarks upon it, and rm 
tha question of the separation of the Moreton Day dis- 
trict, which waa Involved in it.
